On January 26, i 960 , the Brazilian Foreign Office issued 
a statement pointing out that the Foreign Minister, in refusing the 
Cuban invitation, noted that Brazil and other countries of the 
hemisphere had already assumed a series of commitments with re- 
lation to the same subject regarding the western hemisphere and 
it was considered inadvisable holding another conference on the 
same subject. 


In an interview given to the press shortly after arrival 
in Rio de Janeiro, the Cubans claimed that the conference would 
have no political purpose, that it would be simply technical and 
economic in nature. They were, according to the Political Section 
v of the U. S. Embassy in Rio de Janeiro, careful not to make any 
l statements that might be interpreted as critical of the United 
States. However, after the Foreign Office note was published, 
the Cubans gave a further interview just prior to their departure 
on January 28, i 960 , in which they expressed deep disappointment 
in the Brazilian refusal and spoke at some length on the "inter- 
national conspiracy against the Government and people of Cuba." 
According to the Embassy Political Section, although they did not 
name the United States as responsible, the inference was clear. 


The official reception of the Cubans was cool and the 
press gave them little attention.

Anti-United States propaganda is 
comparatively new to the people of Cuba and it consists 
largely of presenting the United States to the Cuban population 
a s a nation of war mongers who have exploited Cuba for years 
and recently supported the much hated former dictator, Bati&taj 
in his opposition to Castro. 

The Castro Government is advancing the idea that the 
United States plans to invade Cuba and that Cuba, therefore, 
needs to build a strong army immediately. 

The source stated that this is a definite plan on the 
part of the Castro Government to further its control over the 
entire population of Cuba.

it Government has considered carefully the statements made yesterday by His Excellency, 
the President of the United States, Mr. Dwight D. Eisenhower, concerning our country, and has thought 
it timely to make the following comments: 


First: 


Our Government regrets the progressive deterioration of our relations with the Government 
of the United States, and believes that this deterioration is a direct consequence of the lack of understan- 
ding shown in regard to the progress and objectives of the Cuban Revolution, which responds to the 
fundamental ideals and aspirations of our people, as well as of the aggravations inflicted on our Nation, 
which have so profoundly wounded the patriotic sentiments of Cubans. 

Cuba has been abused on many occasions by statements uttered by legislators of the United 
States who even threatened our sovereignty, and by other high officials of the United States Government, 
such as that recently made by an Admiral in active service, in which he spoke of the possibility of an 
occupation of the Northamerican naval base at Guantanamo by another foreign power, with all the 
implications which such a statement carries, and those expressed by Vice-President Nixon, on the 16th 
of this month, in which the possibility of an economic aggression against our country was insinuated.

Our territory has been bombed on various occasions, in an unheard of manner, as in the cases 
i the sugar mills "Punta Alegre” and "Niagara”, and, more recently, our cane plantations, by 
aircraft which, according to all rational indications, appear to have come from Northamerican territory, 
to say nothing of the airborne incursion over the city of Havana with its numerous innocent victims, 
carried out by a deserter from the Cuban Air Force, who, in spite of having used aircraft based in 
United State’s territory, is still free in that country and has been officially questioned about the inter- 
nal situation of our country before a congressional sub-committee of the United States. 

An additional factor contributing to the deterioration of these relations is the intensive press 
campaign launched in the United States, in which the real content of the Cuban Revolution is denatured 
and its most prominent leaders have often been grossly slandered, for which campaign there would have 
been no reason to attach any responsibility to the United States Government if it had not been embodied 
in the official version of the Note handed to me by its Diplomatic Representative in Cuba on October 
27, 1959* Similar effects have been wrought in the feelings of the Cuban people and on the relations 
between both governments by the influence exerted by the United States Government on other gov- 
ernments and countries to prevent the purchase by our Government of much needed defensive 
weapons, precisely when we were being threatened with imminent invasions of our territory. 

Because of these incidents, and despite Cuba’s praiseworthy designs, the relations between 
the two governments have cooled down and certainly do not reflect friendship toward our people, who 
hope to continue being worthy of a brotherly friendship on the part of the people of the United States. 
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Hie Government of Cuba is gratified to hear of President Eisenhower’s statement concerning 
the adherence on the part of the United States Government "to the polity of non-intervention in the 
internal affairs of other countries, including Cuba”, but it expressly declares that in the full exercise 
of our sovereignty it would not consider or admit, with respect to our country, any interventionist policy 
whatever, regardless of whether or not there are specific provisions to that effect in the current inter- 
national treaties. 

Second; 

The Government of Cuba has reiteratedly and unquestionably evidenced its determination to 
prevent hostile activities against other governments from being organized or based in our territory, des- 
pite the fact that we do not have the extraordinary resources or the necessary means of vigilance available 
to the United States; and we desire that these resources of the United States be used by their Government 
with still greater success to prevent the use by Cuban war criminals and fugitives from Cuban justice of 
the United States territory to conspire against our Government and our country, and to acquire arms and 
aircraft with the ostensible purpose to invade our territory and overthrow the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment. 

Third; 

There does not exist on the part of the spokesmen of the Cuban Government any desire to 
create the illusion of any aggressive action or underground activities, since these have been limited to 
replying to the statements, at times threatening and derogatory to our national dignity, and, in other 
cases, to perfectly proven facts, since it is the interest and the desire of our Government to maintain 
the most cordial and friendly relations with the Government and the people of the United States. 

Fourth; 

The Revolutionary Government of Cuba is happy to hear that the United States Government 
recognizes "the right of the Government and of the people of Cuba, in the exercise of their natural 
sovereignty, to carry out whatever social, economic and political reforms they may consider convenient”, 


but believes that such right springs essentially, not from its recognition by other countries, but from our 
status as an independent and sovereign nation, and, therefore, appreciates, with satisfaction, that our 
full sovereignty has been recognized as a vested right and not as a grant. 

Fifth: 

The Government of Cuba, through its competent agencies and authorities, is eagerly willing to 
listen to, and consider, all complaints and claims concerning specific cases which may be presented by 
Northamerican citizens, in accordance with the Cuban and international laws, and clarifies once again 
that in the application of the legal measures adopted, especially those concerning the administration of 
the Land Reform Program, no confiscations of foreign properties will take place, but only fully compen- 
sated expropriations made on the terms and through the means authorized by our constitutional provi- 
sions and to the extent permitted by our financial resources. 

We are carrying out an orderly and pacific Revolution, inspired on hopes and interests 
which are common to all the peoples and underdeveloped countries of Latin America, and for this 
purpose, our Government has the unanimous and firm support of the Cuban people, since a correct 
analysis of this historical moment which our country is living, makes it necessary not to forget the 
indestructible bounds which unite the people and the Revolutionary Government of Cuba, and that the 
ideals and ambitions of the Cuban people are the same ideals and ambitions of the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment of Cuba. 

The differences of opinion that may arise between the two governments, being subject to 
diplomatic negotiations, can be definitely settled through such negotiations. The Government of Cuba 
is very well disposed and willing to discuss all such differences unreservedly and thoroughly, and ex- 
pressly states that, to the best of its understanding, there are no obstacles of any sort preventing such 
negotiations through any of the channels and instruments traditionally used for such purposes. 

It is worth pointing out, as well, that Cuba is a small country, which neither militarily nor 
economically, can represent any risk or threat whatsoever to other countries and much less to a nation 
as large and powerful as the United States. It would be erroneous to believe that the revolutionary

process in our country and our social and economic reforms might inflict the slightest harm on other 
nations. 

The strength of the people of Cuba and of the Cuban Revolution, within and beyond our 
borders, rests only on the justice of the desire of all peoples to be absolutely free and to live on the 
utilization of its natural resources and on their orderly and creative toil. 

Finally I want to add that the Government of Cuba vigorously and definitely rejects the 
insinuation that could be considered to be implicit in the statements of President Eisenhower, concer- 
ning the belief that the traditional and mutually beneficial friendship between the Cuban and North- 
american pepoles could be destroyed by what he brands as "intrigues by International Communism", 
since, as was clearly explained by our Chancellor in the note delivered to the Ambassador of the United 
States to Cuba, dated November 13, 1959, the nature, structure and objectives of the Revolutionary 
Government are defined by its accomplishments and "the Cuban people has finally found, in accordance 
with its historical tradition, its national idiosyncracy, its mission in America, its role in the World and 
the requirements of the epoch, its own form of political, economic, social and cultural expression”. 

Based on mutual respect and reciprocal benefits for both our own people and the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States of North America, the Government of Cuba desires to maintain 
and improve its diplomatic and economic relations with them, and believes that, on this basis, the tra- 
ditional friendship between the Cuban and the Northamerican peoples would be indestructible. 

The Government of Cuba still hopes that all the presently existing differences may be dis- 
cussed through natural channels of diplomatic negotiations conducted with the full respect due to our 
sovereignty. This respect and a correct interpretation of the revolutionary process of Cuba are indispens- 
able to the maintainance and improvement of the relations between the two governments. 
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During a recent visit to Cuba , our informant 
learned from a Cuban business associate that a Russian 
vessel which was dispatched to Mexico supposedly for the 
purpose of transporting exhibits to Cuba for the Soviet 
Exposition instead returned to Cuba with twenty jet 
aircraft. The Cuban businessman was unable to furnish 
any further information concerning the jet airplanes 
other than to state that these planes were reportedly 
unloaded in Havana under guard • 
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During conversations with Cubans in Havana ,

“The Embassy of Cuba in Paris has the duty to inform its 
colleagues of the Diplomatic Corps accredited in France of the 
incident which took place in Habana between our Prime Minister and 
the Ambassador of Spain to Cuba* 

“Doctor Fidel Castro, Prime Minister of Cuba* was before a 
television microphone when he was interrupted in a tempestuous way 
by the Ambassador of Spain* The latter intended to make personal, 
declarations interspersed in the speech of the Cuban Prime Minister , 
As is evident to colleagues of the Diplomatic Service, the attitude 
of the Ambassador of Spain is outside all rules of courtesy and 
protocol which are in use the world over, and constitutes a flagrant 
lack of consideration and respect for the Prime Minister of a free 
nation and thus for the sovereignty of that nation* As a logical 
and natural consequence, the said Ambassador was ordered to leave the 
national territory within twenty-four hours.

1. Military 

The present<£uban Revolutionary armed forces number 
about 50,000 men. Of this number, approximately 35,000 are 
members of the Army, 5000 are members of the Navy, 9,000 are 
incorporated in the forces of the Cuban Revolutionary Police, 
and 1,000 are assigned to the Air Force. (1) 

The Army is not considered to be a fighting unit and 
receives very little training in armed forces techniques. Most 
of its time is spent in constructing tourist attractions, 
roads, and other non-military ventures. (1) 

The Cuban Government has made much of the fact that 
it is going to disband the large Army garrisons and that these 
garrisons would be turned into educational facilities for the 
people. This has been done to some extent as the famous Mon- 
cada Barracks in Santiago de Cuba, as well as the Agramonte 
Barracks in Camaguey, are now used as schools. Much publicity 
was given to these changes, and the people were led to believe 
that forces in these stations had been disbanded. This, however 
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/ 

former Army barracks 
the soldiers formerly assigned to them were placed in other build- 
logs such as disbanded factories and abandoned warehouses. To 
an extent the doing-away with the old Army Headquarters has meant 
a dispersing of the armed forces. Whereby under previous regimes 
the capture of an Army cuartel (barrack) by revolutionary forces 
would be a real triumph, now it would be almost a meaningless 
venture from a publicity viewpoint. (*) 

The Army, with the exception of soldiers stationed at 
the Managua Barracks on the outskirts of Havana, receive very 
little military instruction. They are undisciplined and often 
refuse to obey the orders of their superiors. 

Anti-Communists have been weeded from positions of 
control, and their places have been taken by known Communists. (2) 
The Navy is a well-disciplined group but has limited 
physical equipment and poor leadership. (3) 

The Air Force is almost non-existent. Because of the 
inexperience of the present pilots and very poor maintenance 
of equipment, almost all the present Cuban Air Force planes 
are inoperable. (4) Almost weekly some serious accident occurs 
even with the limited equipment being presently flown by the 
Air Force. Just recently the H Sierra Maestra", the plane usually 
used by Prime Minister FIDEL GASTBO, was lost on a one-hour flight 
from Cuba to Miami, and its occupants presumably were killed. 
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The present police organization is a totally inept 
one, except with respect to the Traffic Police in Havana who 
have .evidenced sene "esprit de corps" and sone training. The 
investigative am of the national Police is absolutely untrained 
and undisciplined. Robberies and crises of violence in Havana 
and in the countryside have greatly increased. All the foraer 
police officials who were trained in police work have been dis- 
missed from their positions even though they could prove that 
they were never involved in politics or in crimes against the

who was one of the original revolutionaries 
with FIDEL CASTRO, prior to engaging in revolutionary activities 
was a car parker from Havana. He is known, however, to be 
presently somewhat in disgrace, which may be due to the fact 
that he is one of the few leaders of the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment who have indicated anti -Communist sympathies, and he also 
was so brash as to be recently married in a religious ceremony .0$ 
During the past six months there has been evidenced 
the growth of the Peoples Militia. At first these militia 
were formed haphazardly by pseudo leaders in factories, agri- 
cultural cooperatives, stores, and other business institutions. 

The Government, however, has now named agita tional Mij.it ia 
Directorate, and this is kno wn as the^Mili tia Naclonal Rev 
lucionario and comes under the direction of ERNESTO "CHE* 
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Chief of the Department of Instruction of the Ministry of Defe nse.

revolutionary* Instruction of the various groups is usually 


given by a ueaber of the Cuban Armed Forces. Mot all who de- 
sire to do so may become members of these militia units. In 
some industries the militia are considered to be the leading 
firebrands in the group. As an example, in one bank in Havana 
employing approximately 75 individuals, only 8 have been se- 
lected to be members of the militia. (6 & 5 ) 

At the present time the militia forces are receiving 
intensive training in the care of small firearms, guerrilla 
fighting, combat fighting in cities, handling of explosives, 
setting up booby traps, and first aid. (6) CASTRO states 
that he hopes that soon they will number 100,000. (*) 

The Communists have definitely made it a point to 
secure important positions in the newly-formed militia. (5 & 6) 
There is some belief that the Government hopes to build its 
strength around these militia units rather than depending upon 
an army whose commanders might be treasonous at some future date 
and, therefore, be a threat to the Government. (5) 

2 . Civilian Support 

CASTRO has lost the almost complete support of the 
civilians except for the lower classes which, of course, are in 
numerical preponderance. In his speeches he continually attempts 
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to engender class hatred and attests to convince the "comon 
■an" that the present government is the only one which can 
possibly help bin. By his policies of reducing rents, electric 
light and telephoae rates, and granting increases in sages to 
labor employed by private industry he has, of course, dome much 
to solidify himself with the lower classes. 

He has also called for the end of racial discrimination 
in Cuba, which has secured for him a following among the vast 
majority of Negroes who form about 27 per cent of the Cuban 
population of approximately 6,000,000, almost all of the 27 
per cent being in the lower strata of society. 

CASTRO, of course, has based much of his revolution 
on the "Agrarian Reform." The peasants have been led to believe 
that with the policy of the new government they will become 
the owners of the land. The government of Castro has been 
successful in establishing numerous schools in outlying areas, 
and Castro also has attempted to secure better sanitation and 
medical facilities for the farm worker. 

CASTRO has also made available to the lower classes 
recreational facilities such as playgrounds and beaches which 
they did not have previously. 

CASTRO has gained the support of many women. This 
support may be due to his virile, masculine appearance and 
also to the fact that he has given a recognition to women 
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which they did not have in Cuba. Two of the present aeabers of 
the Castro Cabinet are female. Numerous instances are known 
where the husband of the family has lost almost all his property, 
but the wife continues to be a staunch admirer of Br. FID1L 
CASTBO BUZ. (7 * 8) 

CASTRO has drawn much strength from the young. He 
has built up a sense of super-nationalism, and through such 
organizations as "Patrullas Juveniles" (Touth Patrols) he is 
indoctrinating the youth in terms of the revolution. (l & 9) 
Labor Movement 

Cuba has one of the most solidly organized labor 
forces in all of Latin America. 

The unionized Cuban labor force is approximately 
1,200,000 out of a total labor force on the island of 2,200,000. 
There are approximately 1,800 local unions which are amalgamated 
into 33 federations. The federations in turn select individuals 
to serve on the secretariat of the Confederacion de Traba- 
j adores Cubanos (Confederation of Cuban Workers - CTC). With 
the government intervention of both agricultural and industrial 
enterprises and the formation by the government of cooperatives, 
the government, in fact, is beginning to take over the labor 
movement. With the promulgation of recent laws the Labor 
Minister was given the right to decide who should be employed 
by certain concerns and has to be consulted regarding the 
dismissal of any worker. 
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The CTC has actually Decode nothing more than the 
labor arm of the Revolutionary Government and is engaged in 
propagandizing the workers in the revolutionary tenets and is 
the instrument whereby the government is able to secure creeds w 
for mass demonstration purposes. (10) 

A further instance of government encroachment in 
the labor field is the fact that if labor demands are made 
the dissenting party nay go to the Minister of Labor, and he 
has the jurisdiction of settling labor problems. In fact, 
oftentimes inconsequential labor demands are made so that 
the government might intervene the industry in question. The 
union leaders have also lost much by the attitude of the govern- 
ment which will label as counter-revolutionary actions when, 
through labor demands or otherwise, the government might feel 
that the workers are causing problems. (5) 

At a recent national convention of the CTC the Com- 
munists proposed a “unity slate", and their proposition was backed 
by Prime Minister FIDEL CASTRO. Delegates of the various federa- 
tions, however, declined to vote in favor of this action. Im- 
mediately thereafter there began a concerted campaign against 
the prominent delegates who voted against this proposal. They 
were accused of being "Mujalistas", that is followers of the 
leader of the CTC during the time of ez-President FULGEXCIO 
BATISTA, EUSEBIO MUJAL. This actually was merely a catch-word, 
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and one of the prominent leaders of the CTC, 

publicly admitted 
that a person vas a "Mujalista" if he was a pro-American. (6) 

The CTC has withdrawn its membership in the Organiza- he 
eien Regional de Trabaj adores de America Latina (Regional (Or- 
ganization of Workers of Latin America - ORIT), claiming that 
it was controlled by the U. S. State Department.

3. Economic 


The living standards of the laboring class and farm 
workers in Cuba are actually among the highest in Latin America; 
however, that is not to say that there is not misery among the 
low class of the Cuban people. There has been a lack of educa- 
tional facilities and sanitation facilities. Economically, Cuba 
is a rich country with an ideal climate. The farm worker does 
not have to suffer from the rugged climatic conditions of the 
Mexican countryside or the Bolivian-Peruvian altiplano. 

Cuba rightly might be stated to be a one-crop economy, 
namely sugar. The country does, however, produce tobacco in 
large quantities as well as some fruits and vegetables for 
domestic and foreign consumption. During the past few years 
efforts have been made to develop its mineral resources, and the 
two main firms engaged in this procedure are the Moa Bay Mining 
Company and the Nicaro Plant, both of them U. S. owned. 
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CASTRO on assuming power immediately called for plans 
to industrialize the country so that Cuba might be more self- 
sufficient economically. He also set in motion, under his 


Agrarian Reform program, efforts to diversify its agriculture 
with particular attention being given to the growing of rice, 
a staple item in the Cuban diet. One of the first things 
initiated by the Cuban Government, in order to diversify its 
agriculture, was the draining of a large area of swamp land on 
the south-central coast of Cuba known as Cienaga de Zapata. 
Technicians were brought from Holland to determine just how 
this might be done, and large sums of money were actually spent 
in an endeavor to convert this swamp land into fertile terri- 
tory where rice might be cultivated. After much publicity and 
hard work, it was finally determined that the plan was not 
feasible, and the Government is now attempting to convert 
this area into a tourist paradise. (11) 

The Government, in order to conserve its dollar reserves, 
has drastically curtailed the issuance of dollar credits for 
the importation of articles which are foreign-produced. It 
has also initiated a program whereby residents of Cuba may 
spend only $150 a year outside Cuba. All airplane passages 
purchased in Cuba for international travel have to be paid 
for in U. S. dollars. (5) 

Efforts by various oil exploration companies to 
explore for oil in Cuba have proved ineffective. The present 
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government has claimed that foreign— dominated oil companies have 
actually discovered oil in this country but have capped the wells 
in order to protect the foreign interests. Oil officials, how- 


ever, state this is untrue; The Government in a drastic action 
has confiscated all the oil exploration charts of foreign e^tpiai 
which have operated in Cuba. It has hopes of discovering oil 
where none was found before. 

4. Political 

CASTRO, who won a war without a fight mainly because 
of the hatred of the people of Cuba for BATISTA and his cohorts, 
owes his strength to his personal magnetism, the fear of the 
people of a return of the followers of BATISTA, and bis promises 
to the lower classes of a future of plenty. The fact that he 
has ordered the cut in prices of certain articles, the re- 


duction of rents, and the increase in salaries - all to the 
detriment of the economy of the country - has endeared him 
in the hearts of the masses. Knowing of the feeling of the 
people toward BATISTA and BATISTA'S henchmen, he continually 
whips up fervor of the masses by alleging the threat of invasion 
by BATISTA followers or the United States. 

Political opposition, of course, is timid and un- 
organized. There is a pervading fear of being outspoken, for 
CASTRO on numerous occasions has indicated that lack of support 
of his policies means that a person is "counter-revolutionary." 
Being a "counter-revolutionary" means the confiscation of a 
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person’s property and good naae and perhaps a long jail sentence 
in prisons not renowned for their sanitation or personal con- 
forts. CASTRO, unlike BATISTA, has no need to pay for the 
services of "chivatos" (inf orners) . Be has personally called 
on the aasses to report to the governaent anything which itt 
considered "counter-revolutionary." The lower classes have 
risen to this bait, and no free discussions are engaged in 
either in boaes or public places. (1, 4 A 5) 

In the propaganda field CASTRO has aade bis greatest 
strides. Through fear and coercion he has secured control of 
alaost the entire Cuban press. The governaent also controls aost of 
the propaganda aedia of radio and television. CASTRO, since 
his first days in power, has decried the news stories printed 
concerning Cuba by the "oligarchic" international press services, 
and he has been aost virulent in attacking the United Press 
International. He has attempted to offset this by the e stjah- 
lishnent of an international news aedia naned^frPrensa Latina." 
Although not publicly known as a governaent -controlled organisa- 
tion, this news association has its headquarters in Havana, 

Cuba, and has branch offices throughout aost of the world. In 
many instances it furnishes its services free to those newspapers 
desiring to run its articles. The articles and news iteas re- 
leased by this organisation all follow the policy of the Cuban 
Revolutionary Governaent. (13 A 14) 
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6. Integrity of Government 

That the government is essentially honest in its fi- 
nancial dealings, there is no question; however, a new class of 
plutocrats is arising in Cuba. The former taxi cab driver or 
longshoreman is now the person who holds an important position 
in the Cuban Government. Although perhaps not receiving out- 
right monetary benefits, he is not living the life of a poor, 
humble worker of the slums. He has bis chauffeur-drive auto- 
mobile and a beautiful house which the Government confis- 
cated or intervened. In some cases, as that of Prime Minister 

FIDEL CASTRO, several houses are at the disposal of a high 

( 8 ) 

government functionary. One manager of a large hotel stated 
that more expenses are written off for the entertainment of 
government officials at the present time than in the days 
of BATISTA. (16) 

Very few of the members of the Cabinet or those who 
hold executive positions in the Cuban Government have had any 
broad experience in handling either affairs of State or even 
been prominent in the business field. Most of them are young, 
immature, inexperienced executives. There is a feeling among 
them that all that is needed is perserverance and good will 
in order to accomplish the job at hand. Experience, especially 
if it was acquired in former regimes, is considered to bp 
worthless. Pro-Americanism has been found to be a cause 
for almost instant dismissal. (l, 4, & 5) 
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7. Cuba on International Scene 


Since the rise to power of CASTRO Cuban officials have 
tried to place Cuba in the forefront on the international scene 
and especially in Latin America. Many governments, which at 
first looked with favor upon CASTRO and his policies, are re- 
alizing that be was inciting the masses with false hopes and 
have cooled in their ardor for CASTRO’s policies. Under the 
present government, diplomatic relations have been established 
with various countries in the Near and Far East with whom Cuba 
previously did not have such ties. (9) 

A constant stream of technical and economic missions 
have invaded Cuba from such countries as the United Arab Repub- 
lics, East Germany, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, etc. Of- 
ficials of the government have publicly announced that they 
intend to do business with all nations in the world, and these 
missions have come in order to see what they might gain by 
establishing ties with Cuba. 

The Cuban Government has proclaimed itself on such 
subjects as freedom for Algiers, which, of course, has not 
endeared itself to the French authorities. It has also 
rabidly defended the leaders of the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico and other pro-Puerto Rican independence groups, thereby 
attacking the present Puerto Rican Government. Although it 
presently has diplomatic relations with the Chinese Government 
in Formosa, it has shown by deeds and actions that it much 
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prefers to have cultural ties vith the Bed Chinese Peoples Re- 
public. Some grumbling at such actions is heard from the little 
men who cannot comprehend why Cuba wants closer ties with these 
far-off nations rather than with its brother nations in Latin 
America. (1 & 11) 

Spearheading its diplomatic endeavors are new types 
in the field of diplomacy. Most of the old-time Cuban diplomats 
have been relieved of their posts, mainly because they held 
such positions under previous governments. The present Minister 
of Protocol for the Cuban Foreign Office is a 22-year-old in- 
experienced youth. Youth is the do m inant feature in all phases 
of the Cuban Government. The "beefed-up" Cuban Diplomatic 
Service includes Cultural Attaches to various countries whose 
task it will be to sell the Cuban Revolution throughout the 
world. 
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B. Factors Favoring the Fall or Government 
1. Military 

The Armed Forces of Cuba are not considered to be a 
well-trained fighting group. This is due to poor leadership, 
leadership which often depends on persons who neither read 
nor write. Because of the government policy of trying to create 
the belief that all are created equal, there is a definite lack 
of discipline in the Armed Forces. The fact that a Negro has 
been selected as Head of the Armed Forces had led to some 
dissatisfaction on the part of White subordinates. The Army 
has received very little training in tactical problems and is 
composed almost completely of individuals who have never heard 
a shot fired in anger. (1 & 4) 

There is also known to be no little control of some 
branches of the Armed Forces by persons who are definitely anti- 
communist in their sympathies. These are a continuing threat 
to government stability and so are gradually being eased to 
positions where they are not able to control troop movements. (2 & 6) 
It appears that the Cuban Government intends to rely 
more and more on the civilian militia to combat any invasion 
or aimed uprising. Although at the present time members of this 
militia are very enthusiastic in their duties, it is believed 
that, in view of the Cubans' propensity for fun and a good time, 
their ardor for spending their spare hours in training will 
rapidly decrease. Also, these militia units are not receiving 
the rigid training which is usually given to regular Army forces. 
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2. Civilian [\ 

CASTRO, who entered Havana, Cuba, in January, 1959, 
to the acclaim of perhaps 99 per cent of the people, has lost 
much of his support. It is estimated that he has a following 
now of only about 55 per cent of the persons, having lest the 
respect and cooperation of the upper, Piddle, and professional 
classes. Although he has retained numerical superiority in 
following, he has lost much of the quality of his following. (9) 

Not only has he lost the support of the upper and 
middle classes^ but, in fact, he has gained the enmity of these 
groups because of his drastic actions in the promulgation of 
laws whereby they have not only lost their civil rights but 
their monetary investments. (7 A 15) 

Even the small store owners have turned against the 
Castro Regime because Government has established the 
'‘People’s Stores," doing away with private enterprise in this 
field. Throughout tfiewnole countryside of Cuba at the 
present time these "People's Stores" have been instituted. 

Some even have been established in the cities. The Cuban 
scene is typified by the corner "bodega", a small store which 
caters to the needs of the immediate community or city block. 

These stores are being quickly taken over by the Government. (5) 

In the financial field, due to the Government's announced 

policy . . foreign backed 

pmeeSmmat&eu that it desires to control any new/ industry by 
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having 51 per cent of the stock, investments in Cuba have come 
to a standstill. The fear of a proposed urbanization law, where- 
by one individual may be the owner of only one piece of property , 
be it a single apartment or a measured piece of land, had led 
to the stagnation of the construction industry* ( 8 ) Of 
course, the fact that rents were arbitrarily reduced almost 50 
per cent by the Castro Regime, has not engendered any confi- 
dence in this field. 

CASTRO, in the first days of his triumph, voiced his 
displeasure with gambling and vices of all types. Havana, which 
used to be a mecca for certain tourists because it was con- 
sidered a city of vices, has lost much of its appeal for this 
type of tourist. American hoodlums have found their profits 
in the gambling casinos in Cuba almost liquidated, and many 
of them have left Cuba. Local prostitutes, who previously found 
lucrative pickings in Havana, have departed for Mexico and 
Venezuela. (16 & 17) 

Professional people, who were actually the ones who 
were the backbone of CASTRO’s supporters during the days of 
BATISTA, have turned almost completely against CASTRO and his 
policies. They see in him another dictator, pro-Communist in 
sympathy. (18) 

A number of his followers who were his staunch 
supporters and who held political office during the first year 
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of CASTRO* 8 government have found themselves now to be in dis- 
grace, many having lost their positions because of anti-Cnmrnnnist 
stand. 

CASTRO, who, on assuming power, stated he whs going 
to make Cuba a free country and that there would be a leveling 
of the economic status of individuals, has carried out his 
worXd . He has reiterated that if necessary the people will 
have to go hungry so that bis program will be consolidated. 

Labor is still supporting the Castro regime, although 
there have been some signs of discontent, because approximately 
14 per cent of an Individual's salary is, at the present time, 
being deducted for such things as social security and "volun- 
tary" deductions for industrialization. (5 A 7) 

In addition to these regular deductions, there are 
also almost continual demands for the workers to give a day's 
salary for such things as Agrarian Reform and the purchase 
of arms and ammunition. 

In numerous instances the government worker has seen 
a sharp reduction in his salary. Recently the working hours 
of those employed by Public Works have been reduced from eight 
to five hours per day with a consequent decrease in salary. 

In other government offices salaries have been decreased 
almost 50 per cent. In some Instances, although there has 
been no increase in salary, workers are requested to contribute 
two hours of voluntary overtime per day. (19 & 20) 
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The snail business owners htrfe seen their profits 
evaporate because of the stringent control being placed on 
imported goods. The professors and teachers, of all the 
professional classes, are perhaps those more in favor of CASTRO 
and his regime. They point out that CASTRO has done away with 
the system whereby people would receive salaries for teaching 
but never conduct a class, but instead would pay part of their 
salary to a substitute to instruct for them. 

The school systems are becoming thoroughly revamped, 
and the new textbooks to be put into use will be anti-American 
in spirit. (21) 

In Cuba, a predominantly Roman Catholic country, the 
clergy is divided in its sympathies. The majority of the clergy 
in Cuba are actually Spanish, and of the clergy only 125 are 
native Cubans. Some of the native Cuban clergy, as well as the 
Basque priests of the Franciscan Order, believe that CASTRO’s 
policies are necessary for the country. The vast majority of 
the clergy, however, recognize the threat of Communism and 
the wilful disregard of the rights of the individual in the 
actions of CASTRO and his followers. The five Bishops, with 
the except i H^^RE^^ERARTES , who was a strongly staunqh 
CAS T RO admirer, are weak and ineffective in their actions. 

PEREZ SERANTES has let it be known in public his disagreement 
with the actions of the present ruling clique while the other 
Bishops have remainded silent, fearful of what actions CASTRO 
might take in retaliation if they voice their displeasure with 
his policies. (21) 
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Factionalism exists even within the July 26 Movement. 
Many who fought the tryanny of BATISTA under this banner now claim 
that the principles of the Revolution have boon betrayed by 
CASTRO, stating that they were not fighting for a Socialist, pro- 
Communist state. These elements decry the fact that known Com- 
munists who did little to help to overthrow BATISTA have gained 
influential positions in the government. (8) 

Although there are definite opposition groups in for- 
mation, these have as yet not reached the stage where they are 
willing to publicly attack CASTRO or his policies. Some small 
groups, although lauding the "Maximo Lider" and the aims of 
the Revolution, have attacked the Communist penetration of the 
Cuban Government; however, these have been isolated and almost 
insignificant instances to date. With respect to opposition 
groups, CASTRO has had the ability through informers to infiltrate 
even such small numbers. CASTRO, also with respect to such revo- 
lutionary movements, always raises the spectre that such a tide 
is a return to the power of BATISTA and his followers. (7, 8) 

No opposition political groups have as yet dared to 
confront CASTRO. They fear that to voice their displeasure 
of the policies of the present government would immediately 
label them as "counter-revolutionary” and cause the loss of 
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their properties. CASTRO has indicated that be has no intention 
of holding free elections until the work of the revolution 
has been completed. By that time the Cubans will be so "brain- 
washed" that the electoral process will be a mere farce* The 
growing discontent among intelligent persons with CASTRO is 
centered around his violent disregard for private property, 
the Communist infiltration of his government, and his fierce 
denunciation of anything American while indicating bis pleasure 
with the Communist countries. (7, 8, 15, 21) 

The Church may soon realize that it will have to take 
some definite stand concerning CASTRO and his policies. Opposi- 
tion groups also may realize that continued silence on their 
part will mean only surrender by default. (21) 

A large group , which, in the present atmosphere of 
fear, has no chance to organize as an opposition force, are indi- 
viduals who held positions in the government of ex-President 
BATISTA. Included in this group are approximately 40,000 who 
served with the Batista police and armed forces. These indi- 
viduals are becoming desperate men inasmuch as not only are they 
not given government Jobs in the present regime but also are 
black-listed from employment by even private concerns. Some 
members of this rejected group might engage in terroristic 
activities. (1) 

There has been some discontent with respect to CASTRO r s 
terroristic police measures. Persons/ whom the government might 
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consider to be engaging in count er-r evolutionary activities, or 
even where there is actually no reason given lor the person's 
detention, are arrested and held incommunicado lor long periods 
ol tine. There is no writ ol habaes corpus, and in aaay 
instances arrests are made and then an investigation will be 
conducted in an attenpt to lind soae violation on which the 
individual can be charged. Conditions lor political prisoners 
in the prisons ol Cuba are unsanitary, and the political prisoners 
are given degrading tasks to do in order to break down their 
morale. The government strictly curtails the right ol indi- 
viduals to visit political prisoners, limiting such visits to 
the mother or wile ol the prisoner. A demonstration by the 
political prisoners against their treatment has, on several 
occasions, terminated with the ending ol the right to visit 
these prisoners lor a period ol one to three months. (3, 22) 


Havana University, which has been the breeding ground 
lor many ol the Cuban politicians in the past and especially 
lor those who have engaged in terroristic activities and violence, 
is today a local point ol anti -government activities. The student 
body, which totals approximately 27,000, is almost 95 per cent 


anti -Communist in its sympathies, 
ti on ol University Students (FEU), 


The President ol the Federa- 
HOIAiNDQ^UBELA^ SECADES , was 


personally placed in power by RAUL CASTRO against the wishes 
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of the vast majority of the students. » Alt hough he is not a 
Communist, in his public statements he, of course, has to follov 
the government's pro-Communist, anti-American, policies. At 
the University the anti-Cemmunist students belong to one of 
the three following groups: Catholic Action Group ; the *aa 

(Asociacion de Amigos de Aureliano - Association of Friends 
of Aureliano) 

or the Autentico Party of which 
These anti -Communist students 

have been the cause of some anti -Communist incidents at the Uni- 
versity. The Government, recognizing their power, is planning 
to place approximately 2,000 young men as students in the Uni- 
versity. These men will be selected from outside Havana and 
will be definitely chosen because of their pro-Castro sympathies. 
It is planned that the Government will provide free housing and 
lodging for them. (19 & 20) 
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Economic 

Unemployment has always been chronic in Cuba. Due 
to the seasonal nature of Cuba's sugar crop, large numbers lose 


their jobs after the crop is harvested (December to April). 

Due to the non-diversity of Cuba's culture, very few of these 
persons are able to secure non-seasonal employment. The present 
Cuban Government has attempted in every way possible to maintain 
a high employment standard. Firms which have found their busi- 
ness severely curtailed have been made to retain employees, even 
though such concerns could prove that it was economically not 
feasible for them to retain such workers. If a concern attempts 
at the present time to dismiss a worker because of the fact 
that it actually has no employment for him, such firm can be 
intervened by the government. Such intervention means that the 
government has the absolute power to run such a concern, even 
to the extent of drawing credits and expending the assets 
of such company. In the case of some businesses, this actually 
leads tc legalized confiscation of property. ( 5 ) 

The Government, which inherited almost a $100,000,000 
balance in the Federal Treasury on assuming power, has at present 
reached the point where, if its debts were paid, it would be 
bankrupt. Over one-half of the banks in Cuba are presently 
operating with less than their legal reserves and these, of 
course, inasmuch as they are in contravention of the law, could 
be intervened at any time. It is estimated that as much as 
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$100,000,000 of the Government's outlay has gone for the purchase 
of armaments. Honey is also being spent in ever-increasing 
amounts in the development of cooperatives and in public works 
programs. ( 5 ) 

The Government has attempted to curtail the spending 
of U. S. dollars by not granting permission to import into 
the country various foreign-made luxury goods such as cigarettes, 
electrical items, automobiles, etc. In the field of agriculture, 
the Government has established cooperatives in the lands which 
it has intervened and confiscated from Cubans and foreigners. 
These cooperatives in many instances are a source of pride 
to the Cubans, but from a business point of view they are in- 
efficient because of the lack of technical skill on the part 
of the managers. (5) 

The drastic curtailment of imports into Cuba has 
caused many shortages. Repair parts for machines, stoves, 
and television sets are in very short supply. Cattle feed 
was previously imported but presently is not being used, and 
this has caused a drop in the milk supply and almost no butter 
is presently obtainable. Luxury foodstuffs, such as cereals, 
which were previously imported into Cuba are unobtainable. 

The quality of the meat is rapidly deteriorating inasmuch as 
most of the prime cattle, which Cuba previously had, has been 
sold to Venezuela and other countries; the present beef cattle 
are strictly range fed. 
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Industrialization, which CASTRO stated Cuba needs so 

badly, has not taken place. This is due to the fact that the 

fereigh backet 

Government has announced that it desires control of the/ companies 
by having 51 per cent Of the stock. No foreign loans or foreign 
enterprises are coming to Cuba at the present time because of 
the unstable political situation, and persons who have their 
capital here and who still retain it are doing everything possible 
legally or illegally to convert their money into dollars and 
take the dollars from Cuba. Many of the projects which the 
Government has sponsored or intervened have proved to be 
money-losers. It is estimated that Cubana Airlines is losing 
at the rate of one-half million dollars per yearf 23 ^he luxury 
hotels are almost empty, and reportedly several of them will 
be closed by May 1, 1960. Oriental Park Race Track, in which 
the Government owns the controlling interest, is losing ap- 
proximately $50,000 a month f 24 ^Prensa Latina”, an international 
news organization which is presumably financed by the Cuban 
Government , has not been able to secure funds to pay employees ' 
salaried P^Cienaga de Zapata, which was to be converted into 
rice cultivation land, has proved to be entirely unfitted for 
such a project. 
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This is a dynamic revolution of the youth. The vise 
elderly man of experience finds no place in the revolutionary 
set-up. Oftentimes the son vill be an ardent Fidelista while 
his father's properties are being confiscated by the government. 

The government has acted with remarkable rapidity in converting 
Cuba, a land of capitalist ic-dominated enterprises, into almost 
a Socialist state. 

Its leaders have demonstrated that they will resort to 
trickery and outright deceit in propounding their program in 
order to gain the support of the masses. 

In every way possible it has atteppted to incite the 
usual pro-American Cuban to become anti-American in his sympathies. 

CASTRO, as well as his government, lives and thrives 
in an atmosphere of tension. After a short period of calm one 
may always expect a violent outburst from the ?Great Leader", 
which outburst always takes a strongly anti-American tone. 

CASTRO's violent attacks on the United States, of 
course, help him to win support from certain elements of the 
Cuban populace who secure a feeling of importance and strength 
on seeing the great nation to the North severely chastized. 

CASTRO plays on this admiration of the Latins for strength 
and insinuates that now the United States is merely a second- 
rate power to Russia. 
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CASTRO, in his speeches, /"lays the groundwork so that 
if an economic crisis occurs in Cuba, such will not be blamed 
on him but rather on the imperialists of the Forth. 

He always harps on the fact that he and Cubans love 
the American people but are at odds with the U. S. Government 
leaders who merely represent the powerful imperialistic oligarchy 
in the United States. 

II J*-, P* S» Policy Toward Cuba 

The policy of the United States should be based on 
the realization that the present Government of Cuba under the 
leadership of Or. FIDEL CASTRO RUZ is committed to a definite 
pro-Communist, anti-American staled. It should be further noted 
that in dealing with the present Cuban Government one should 
realize that he is going to deal with an immoral, treacherous, 
and dishonest group of statesmen. The party line in Cuba may 
change from day to day or month to month, sometimes being less 
violently anti-American than at other times, but it will always 
have an anti-American, pro-Communist base. A temporary lessening 
of tension should not be the cause on the part of the United 
States authorities of exultation and rejoicing but merely a time 
to take a closer view at the particular benefits which Cuba is 
trying to secure at the expense of the United States. 

Since CASTRO ' s rise to power, the policy of the United 
States has been one of "patience," one of hoping that CASTRO and 
his followers will somehow swerve from their announced purpose 
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and become more friendly toward th&^Dnited States . With this 
"patience” policy, the Cuban people are being thoroughly in- 
doctrinated in anti-American sympathies. Communists and fellow 
travelers from other countries have made Cuba their headquarters. 
The Russians have sent their Scientific and Cultural E^osition 
to Cuba, and Cuba has announced a long-term trade agreement with 
Russia. The "patience” policy has led to more impatience on 
the part of the leaders of the revolution, impatience with all 
things United States in character. 

The "patience” policy of the United States has caused 
virulent, vicious attacks against American statesmen, including 
the President of the United States and the Ambassador in Cuba. 
The "patience” policy has not forestalled the "big lie” policy 
of Cuban officials, a policy which without facts to support it 
blamed the United States for the blowing-up in Havana Harbor 
of a ship bearing arms to Cuba. 

The policy of "patience" and business as usual with 
Cuban authorities has led to a definite lack of aggression on 
the part of United States organizations operating in Cuba. 
Organizations such as the U. S. Information Service are some- 
what bewildered as to just what specific actions should be taken 
by them. Is it the policy of the United States to aid Cuba 
in perfecting its agricultural, industrial, and governmental 
set-up? The U. S. Information Service claims that it has at 
the present time more contacts with Cuban Government agencies 
than ever before in its history. These contacts relate mainly 
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to requests by these agencies for( literature in connection with 
some specific technical problem. 

The first step that should be undertaken by the United 
States is to have a policy, whether it is to be one that balls 
for the support of the Castro Government or one which calls 
for measures and means whereby the rapid dissolution of the 
Cuban Government as presently constituted will take place. 

Counter-revolutionary groups friendly to the United 
States will definitely not take any action until they secure 
at least moral support from U. S. Government authorities. The 
leaders of these groups realize that counter-revolutionary 
activity on their part means expropriation of their properties 
and possibly death. Some have indicated their willingness to 
face these realities provided they are given some assurance 
that they would not awaken to the realization that at some 
future time the United States was going to be a "bed fellow" 
of CASTRO. 

The United States policy, of course, is not based 
strictly on the Cuban reaction but rather takes a broad view- 
point and considers what will be the reaction in other countries, 
particularly those in Latin America. CASTRO has been definitely 
losing the support of the leaders of other Latin American countries 
who feel that his rabid ideas might spread and that their countries 
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nay become infected. CASTRO does , however , have some support 
among the Latin American masses. His offset on other Latin 

American countries is seen vhen an individual such as J OHNNIE 

t 

O^gtiADROS, one of the leading contenders for the Presidency 

of Brazil, has planned to visit Cuba . It is believed such 
plans on the part of QCADROS are an attempt by him to secure 
votes among the common people of Brazil. Needless to say, 
it gives prestige to CASTRO. 
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Possibilities for U. S. Undermining of Castro Regime: 

As is known, the Cuban economy is almost entirely dependent 
at the present time on the selling of sugar, its principal crop, to the 
United States and on a presently "defunct” tourist business. With 
respect to the latter, it is doubtful whether this year will see any 
change in the tourist pattern in Cuba. Although the Government has 
spent millions of dollars during the past months in attempts to entice 
tourists to visit the "pearl of the Antilles," the American tourist 
has evidenced a dislike for the anti-American sentiments of the Cuban 
authorities by failing to visit this Island. 

At the present time, the U. S. Government purchases approxi- 
mately 3,500,000 tons of sugar yearly from Cuba at a price of over 
5 cents a pound. The world market price over the past six months has 
averaged around 2.80 cents per pound. This is the price the Russians 

have been paying for Cuban sugar. Without the subsidy which Cuba receives 

in selling such sugar to the United States, the economic standard of 
living of the Cuban people would have to fall. This is true because it 

is estimated that at the present time it costs approximately 4 cents 

a pound to produce sugar in Cuba. As can be seen, most sales made 
on the world market are made at a loss. This loss, however, is out 
balanced by the price paid by the United States. It is estimated that 
the amount of U. S. subsidy to Cuba in sugar purchases is $150,000,000' 
per year . 


Of course, in the past, the United States was offered some 
tariff concessions by the Cuban Government so that U* S. products were 
§>iven preferential treatment in the U. S. market. At the present time 
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Cuba is attempting in every way possible to curtail its imports from 
the United States. In considering the possibility of cutting Cuban 
sugar quota, the following things should be borne in mind:(l) The 
reaction of other Latin American countries to such an economic action 
on the part of the United States. Some countries such as Mexico and 
Peru, which would like part of Cuba's sugar quota, would perhaps 
silently rejoice at such action. However, the other Latin American 
countries., although most are becoming thoroughly disillusioned with 
CASTRO's antics, might consider that the United States was again re- 
sorting to a "big stick" policy with respect to its little neighbors. 

(2) There is no doubt that CASTRO would immediately cry that he was 
being given the economic squeeze by the United States and there is no 
doubt that due to his magnetic mob appeal the mob might follow in his 
beliefs. A propaganda move could be made by stating that the United 
States would make five times the purchase of. sugar that Russia made on - 
identical terms as that offered by Russia. 

The one drawback to airing the fact that it costs 4 cents 
to produce a pound of sugar in Cuba is the fact that at some later 
date, if the United States decides to buy its sugar at the world price, 
Cuban authorities might claim that by our own admission we are sub- 
jugating the Cuban people inasmuch as we are not paying for even the 
cost of production of the sugar. In connect ion with the cutting of the ^ 
sugar quota it must be realized that if quotas to other countries 
are increased thereby, such as to the Philippines, Puerto Rico, 

Mexico, and Peru, it will be very difficult if things stabilize 
in Cuba in the future to ever take back from these countries the quota 
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dewly given to them. This, of course, would prejudice the Cuban 
economic trend of the future. The United States could announce that 
no country was getting Cuba's quota but that the U. S. would purchase 
its sugar on the world market. 

Propaganda Tactics Regarding Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) 

At the present time, Cuban Government officials are openly 

proclaiming that Puerto Rico is no more than a colonial satrapy of 

the United States and Cuban Government controlled periodicals have 

called for the " independence of Puerto Rico^i* The leaders of t|j4 

NPPR, including LAURg^ENESES DJ^LBIZ^i^MPOS , JUAN/tfUARBE TM«£rBE, 

immediately after the rise to power in Cuba of CASTRO left their 

sanctuary in Mexico City and reportedly at CASTRO's invitation came 

to set up headquarters in Havana, Cuba.

The United States in an undercover manner could launch a 
propaganda campaign throughout Latin America showing the true aspects 
of the Cuban revolution. At the present time it is known that most of 
the leaders of Latin American countries are not in accord with CASTRO 
and his policies but that CASTRO might have some following among the 
masses in these countries. It is believed that the United States, if 
it is going to take any overt action against CASTRO, must first prepare 
the people of Latin America so that their sympathies will not be with 
the Cuban Government . Propaganda can be made of the fact that numerous 
high officials of the Cuban Government, who fought against BATISTA, 
have defected and that in most cases their defections were based on 
public statements that the Cuban Government was Communist dominated. 

Once knowing what the U. S. policy on the situation might be 
efforts can definitely be made to have the Catholic Church in Cuba come 
out with a strong statement against pro-Communists in the Cuban 
Government. Legal Attache knows that at the present time the Cuban 
bishops have a statement already prepared of attacking Communism and 
that the statement is a strong one. However, they are waiting for an 
opportune moment to release it. The Bishop of Havana, Evilio^i5iaz, has 
definitely come to the conclusion that the present government is ' ''
